U.S. bishops urge renewed devotion to the Virgin Mary 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (NC) — The U. S. 
bishops issued a pastoral letter to ‘‘reaffirm our 
heritage of faith in Mary, the Mother of God, and 
to encourage authentic devotion to her.” 

The letter, entitled ‘“‘Behold Your Mother,” 
reaffirms basic teachings on Mary, deplores the 
decline in Marian devotions, and asks for 
Catholic-Protestant cooperation in Marian 
studies. 


“IN WRITING THIS pastoral letter,’ the 
bishops say, ‘‘our concern about Our Lady is 
most keenly felt in the area of devotion. No 
survey is needed to show that all over the 
country many forms of Marian devotion have 


fallen into disuse, and others are taking an un- 


certain course.” 

The bishops say they ‘‘wish to affirm with all 
our strength the lucid statements of the Second 
Vatican Council on the permanent importance of 
authentic devotion to the Blessed Virgin not only 
in the liturgy, where the Church accords her a 
most special place under Jesus her Son, but also 
in the beloved devotions that have been 
repeatedly approved and encouraged by the 
Church and that are filled with meaning for 
Catholics. 

“There is little doubt we are passing through a 
period marked by a lack of interest in the saints. 
Much more is involved here than devotion to the 
saints, even St. Mary. What is at stake is the 
reality of the humanity of the risen Jesus. There 


is danger of so spiritualizing the risen Christ that 
we diminish awareness of his humanity.” 


THE BISHOPS URGE increased devotion to 
Mary both in the Mass — through special 
readings and votive Masses — and in the rosary. 

“It is unwise,” they say, ‘“‘to reject the rosary 
without a trial simply because of the accusation 
that it comes from that past, that it is repetitious 
and ill-suited to sophisticated moderns.” 

The bishops point out that the prayers and 
mysteries of the rosary are based in the Bible 
and they suggest that Catholics ‘can freely 
experiment”’ with new forms of the rosary, in- 
cluding new sets of mysteries such as ones 
dealing with the public life of Christ. 


IN A SECTION ON ecumenism, the bishops 
acknowledge that Catholic devotion to Mary 
“has been a sharp point of difference with other 
Christians of the West” and they ask ‘“‘our 
brothers in other Christian churches to- re- 
examine with us Mary’s place in our common 
patrimony ... 

“Initiatives taken on both sides (on the 
Catholic side especially through the Second 
Vatican Council) have brought Christians to 
consider the difficulties of doctrine about and 
devotion to Mary openly and with charity.” 

““No sound ecumenism can ignore the question 
of Mary,”’ the bishops say, and they suggest that 
other Christians join Catholics in studying a 
variety of theological issues related to Mary. 


THE 20,000-WORD letter, printed in booklet 
form, begins with Old Testament texts and 
traces the development of Catholic doctrine 
concerning Mary through the New Testament 
and early years of the Church to the Second 
Vatican Council. 

“‘The Virgin birth,’”’ the letter says, ‘‘is not 
simply a privilege affecting only Jesus and 
Mary, but a sign and means for the Spirit to build 
the new People of God, the Body of Christ, the 
Church. 

“The glorious positive sign value of the Virgin 
birth is the merciful and free saving grace of the 
Father sending His Son, conceived by the Holy 
Spirit, born of the Virgin Mary, that we might 
receive the adoption of sons.”’

Poises and rice 


The story is told of the American who witnessed a funeral 
in an Oriental country and noticed with some skepticism 
their practice of placing a bowl of rice on the grave. When he 
asked when the survivors expected their dead to come up and 
eat the rice, he was told: ‘‘When your dead come up and 
smell your flowers.” 


A more effective Catholic practice of which we are par- 
ticularly reminded during November is praying for our dead. 
But perhaps, as with our flowers and the Oriental’s rice, 
those who benefit most from our prayers are ourselves. 


As many of the articles in the recent Southern Cross “A 
time to die’ indicated, funeral and attendant practices are 
often designed to help us cope with the reality of grief. In the 
practice of praying for our deceased we find an effective 
outlet for that very human desire to “‘do something’’ about 
death. 


The ‘‘souls in purgatory’’ may not be a dominant theme in 
many modern religion books; but it wasn’t a major concern 
in Scripture either — where the word can’t be found. Still we 
trust that forming young Christians in the love of Christ and 


showing — rather than telling — them how to be expressive of 


love will prepare them to ‘‘do something” for others, living or 
dead. 


Praying for those who have changed this life for another is 
a lot better than planting posies or rice. Parents especially 
should share that truth with their young this month.

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Charity does begin ‘at home’ 
to fight poverty in diocese

Two dollars is being returned to the 
people of this diocese for every dollar 
they give to help fight poverty 
through the Campaign for Human 
Development. 

Seed money for a wide variety of 
self-help community projects comes 
from the annual CHD collection — 
which takes place in all parishes 
Sunday, Nov. 18. 


LAST YEAR $33,434 was collected 
in diocesan churches — bringing to 
$74,434 the total given since the 
campaign started in 1970. 

Nearly double that — $140,000 — has 
been returned to the diocese for 
specific community projects, either 
sponsored or supported by the 
diocesan Catholic Community Ser- 
vices. 

In a message for the CHD collec- 
tion, Bishop Leo T. Maher noted that 
“in the past two years worthwhile 
projects, both community based and 
Church related, have been funded in 
our own diocese. 


“IT GOES WITHOUT saying, 
therefore, that we have a special © 
commitment to the goals of the 
campaign.’’ (Message reproduced 
this page.) 

The total received in this diocese 
includes $90,000 in two grants this 


year. A $70,000 grant went to a 
Mexican-American community group 
in Brawley to start a Spanish- 
language radio station for farm- 
workers. A second grant of $20,000 
will help launch a diocesan-sponsored 
food buyers’ cooperative in the old 
church building of Our Lady of 
Soledad, Coachella. 

Previous grants went for the 
diocesan Mexican-American 
leadership training program, 
English-language courses, a buyers’ 
co-op in San Ysidro and to Catholic 
Community Services for a com- 
munications program for minorities. 


THIS YEAR’S COLLECTION, for 
which special envelopes have been 
distributed to all parishes, will be 
under the theme, ‘‘Making us all less 
poor ... for God’s sake.” 

Msgr. Mark Doran, executive 
director of CCS, is- diocesan coor- 
dinator. Twenty-five per cent of total 
contributions remain with the diocese 
for local community projects. 

Begun by the U. S. bishops, the 
CHD is an on-going funding and 
education effort to help eliminate root 
causes of poverty and social in- 
justices. 

More than 500 self-help projects 
have been funded by the national CHD 
office and nearly $20 million has been 
given by American Catholics to 
support these programs.

Though we enjoy comparative peace we must ac- 
cept the challenge of our time.

WE NEED AID. Without it we might flounder under 
the weight of our tasks. To whom shall we go but to 
Him who holds in his hands the reins of the universe.

classrooms, ete. Each group will have ‘a trained 
facilitator to keep debate flowing smoothly and see 
that the necessary ground is covered. “' 

Some parishes report that more ‘than 300 
parishioners have signed up for the sessions. They 
also will be conducted in Spanish and in Portuguese. 

Sessions will last about 14 weeks, but will recess in 
December, resume after the New Year and continue 
until about March. Five of the Synod’s major topics 
will be discussed first based on working papers - 
prepared by respective commissions. 


REPORTS HAVE BEEN distributed to parishoners 
on youth, family life, special Mexican-American in- 
terests, social action and laity in the diocese and 
parish. 

Parishioners also will use reprints of the Southern 
Cross articles dealing with the wide ranging scope of 
the commissions’ work. 

Papers on the other nine commissions are being 
prepared for later speak-up sessions. These are 
evangelization, education, liturgy, ethnic and racial 
groups, communications, priesthood, religious 
women, ecumenical relations and church adminis- 
tration. 


THE COMMISSIONS WILL rely heavily on com- 
piled parish and deanery reports of speak-up sessions 
when they write Synod documents. First drafts, ex- 
pected by September 1974, will be studied and 
discussed at parish and deanery levels before final 
versions. 

The Diocesan Synod Assembly, scheduled for May 
1975, will vote on the final documents and send them to 
Bishop Maher for approval.

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A time to keep

When in Rome - if you get there 


At the time this column is usually written, I should 
have been in Rome or maybe Assisi, away in Italy for 
10 days with the pilgrimage of about 180. With the 
package of priests available on the trip, we should 
have been well catered for spiritually. And prayers 
were abundant. Buta strike in the airline cancelled all 
plans. 

Of course, you can get a foretaste of Italy wherever 
you live. Most cities have their Italian quarter where 
you find the best in ravioli — and even pizza — and 
perhaps a church. The Church of the Holy Rosary in 
San Diego is an outstanding example of the highly 
decorative style of Italian churches. Its com- 
memorations of the Mysteries of the Rosary in win- 
dows and murals cover the whole church, including 
the ceiling and well worth a visit. It’s only a few 
blocks from St. Joseph’s Cathedral. 

Members of-the Italian Catholic Federation recently 
invited the bishop to their annual banquet and gave 
him their check for the seminary fund. 

Though the priests in the diocese reflect a large 
proportion of Irish, English and German ancestry, 
there are not too many obvious Italian surnames. I 
can pick out Capetillo, Corciulo, DePasquale and 
possibly Zaratti, and I am not sure all of these claim 
Italian descent. Msgr. Donald Doxie is the ICF 
chaplain, but he’s ‘‘pure’”’ American, I believe.

‘All the religions say what to do. Yoga says what to 
be,’’ said Swami Rama. Surely, if we understand our 
faith correctly, we are told what to be — like Christ. 
It’s just that man needs also to be told what to do to 
achieve that state.

both ministries playing an important role in 
the life of all Christian communities. The 
writings of the New Testament clearly 
speak of the pre-eminent role of the Apostles 
and of those who received the powers of 
Orders by the ‘‘imposition of hands”’ as the 
founders, teachers and leaders of the 
Christian community. 

At the same time, the charismatic 
ministry of the laity is very actively present 
in the communities of early Christianity. 
The faithful select the candidates for the 
Diaconate (Acts 6:3) and take part in the 
nomination of the Apostle Matthias (Acts 
1:23), they decide to take up a collection in 
order to support the Church of Jerusalem 
and delegate Barnabas and Paul to go to 
Jerusalem (Acts 11:29). 

According to the Acts, it was the 
congregation, inspired by one of its mem- 
bers who had the charism of prophecy, 
which prompted the sending of Paul and 
Barnabas on a missionary journey. The 
importance of the charismatic ministry of 
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that the Holy Spirit is a dynamic, abiding 
presence among the People of God. The New 
Testament writings contain a number of 
references to these charismatic gifts. 


IN THE VIEW OF St. Paul, acharismisa 
gift given to an individual faithful by the 
Holy Spirit (I Cor. 12:4,5,11) for the building 
up of the Church (I Cor. 12:7, 14:26). “Ineach 
of us the Spirit is manifested in one par- 
ticular way, for some useful purpose” (I 
Cor. 12:7) and “everyone has the gift God 
granted him, one this gift and another 
that.” (I Cor. 7:7) 

On the basis of New Testament theology 
the charismatic ministry of the laity can be 
defined as ‘‘the call of God, addressed to an 
individual, to a particular ministry in the 
community, which brings with it the ability 
to fulfill that ministry’? (K. -Rahner, 
Suenens). Karl Rahner, in his book The 
Church after Vatican II, concludes that the 
hierarchical ministry, because of its role of 
leadership and authority, must provide 
opportunities and legitimate channels so 
that every member of the Christian com- 
munity can exercise their charismatic call. 

Vatican. II voices a similar concern: 
“From the reception of these charisms or 
gifts, including those which are less 
dramatic, there arise for each believer the 
right and duty to use them in the Church and 
in the world for the good of mankind and for 
the upbuilding of the Church. In so doing, 
believers need to enjoy the freedom of the 
Holy Spirit who ‘breathes where he will.’ 
(Jn. 3:8) 


“AT THE SAME TIME, they must act in 
communion with their brothers in Christ, 
especially with their pastors. The latter 
must make a judgment about the true 
nature and proper use of these gifts, not in 
order to extinguish the Spirit, but test all 
things and hold fast to what is good.” 
(Decree on Laity, No. 3) 

Although Vatican II encourages a greater 


- participation of all the faithful in the active 


ministry of the Church, at the same time, it 
also recognizes the possibility that by doing 
so one may run the risk of creating new 
problems, perhaps serious ones. As the cited 
quotation indicates, the problems may arise 
both from the laity and the clergy. 

If the role of the charismatic ministry is 
overplayed, this may lead to fragmentation 
and loss of unity in the community, due to 
either lack of organized cooperation or 
selfish motivation on the part of some 
segments of the faithful. ° 


THE LETTERS OF ST. PAUL to the 
Church of Corinth give ample evidence of 
this danger. St. Paul relied heavily on the 
charismatic ministry of his faithful. During 
the years of his absence, with a certain lack 
of apostolic supervision, the Church of 
Corinth soon found itself divided into hostile 
groups, some claiming to be the Church of 
Paul, others the followers of the lay-leader 
Apollos, and a third group rejecting any 
supervision from apostolic authority, ac- 
cepting only Christ as the head of their 
Church. This danger of factions could be 
very real also in our present-day parish 
communities. 

Equally much, difficulties may be ex- 
perienced on the part of the clergy, the 
representatives of the hierarchical 
ministry. Accustomed and trained to 
assume full responsibility for all aspects of 
parish ministry, they may find themselves 
reluctant to share authority and respon- 
sibility with the laity who come from a 
different educational background and

exhibit, on many issues, different points of 
view. 

The cooperation with the charismatic 
segment of the parish may, often enough, 
prove a slow and tedious process before 
final decisions can be reached. Fur- 
thermore, the restoration of the charismatic 
ministry would place great demands on the 
pastor for creative vision so as to be able to 
provide meaningful and significant op- 
portunities for his parishioners to follow 
their special charismatic call to work for the 
Church. 


BECAUSE OF THEIR authoritative Poe 
positions, the clergy hold a key. respon- : 
sibility in the role of fostering and coor- 
dinating of the charismatic involvement of 
the laity in the parish ministry. Without the 
full-hearted support and guidance of the 
parish clergy, the initial enthusiasm may 
easily result in “‘the extinguishing of the 
Spirit,’ as Vatican II warns. 

The instructions from the Holy See, ~ 
following Vatican II, stress the establish- 
ment of two structures in order to facilitate 
the cooperation between the hierarchical 
ministry of the clergy and the charismatic 
ministry of the faithful. One is the pastoral 
council in which representatives of the laity 
are to assist the bishop in the pastoral ad- 
ministration of the diocese, the’other is the 
parish council on which dedicated 
parishioners are offered an opportunity to 
assume an active and responsible role in the 
pastoral administration of their parish and 
act as a representative voice of the laity. 

The forthcoming Diocesan Synod ought to 
give much consideration to these two 
structures, the pastoral council and the 
parish council, and work out guidelines to 
assure that they will be put into effect in a 
manner that they will bring about a genuine 
restoration of the charismatic role of all the 
faithful in our Christian communities. 


IT IS TRUE, the charismatic par- 
ticipation of the laity was greatest in the 
early days of the Church; but their poten- 
tialities may be greatest in the Church 
today. The laity is a ‘‘sleeping giant in the 
Church,” as a Protestant theologian puts it. 

No other official document of the Church’ 
has so clearly recognized the need for 
tapping this enormous spiritual potential 
than Vatican II: 

‘Let sacred pastors recognize and 
promote the dignity as well as responsibility 
of the*layman in the Church. Let him 
willingly make use of his prudent advice. 
Let them confidently assign duties to him in 
the service of the Church, allowing him 
freedom and room for action. 


“FURTHER, LET THEM encourage the 
layman so that he may undertake tasks on 
his own initiative. Attentively in Christ, let 
them consider with fatherly love the 
projects, suggestions, and desires proposed 
by the laity. Furthermore, let pastors 
respectfully acknowledge that just 
freedom which belongs to everyone in this 
earthly city. 

“In this way, the whole Church, 
strengthened by each one of its members, 
can more effectively fulfill its mission for 
the life of the world.’’ (Decree on Church, 
No. 37). 


SUCCESS OR FAILURE to renew our 
local Church, the very purpose for which the 
Synod is convoked, centers very much 
around the question of how willing or how 
successful we will prove in engaging the 


enthusiasm of the charismatic call of the 
laity to the ministry. of the Church.

Question: 

As a choir director, I am confused 
about when the choir is to sing at Mass. 
Can you enlighten me? 


Ten years ago the Constitution on the 
Sacred Liturgy stated expressly that 
“the treasury of sacred music is to be 
preserved and fostered with great 
care. Choirs must be diligently 
promoted. . .”’ For both choirs and folk 
groups, the 1970 ‘‘General Instruction 
and the New Order of Mass”’ gave these 


directives: 


1. Entrance song: ‘‘The entrance 
song is alternately sung by the choir 
and people or by the cantor and the 
people; or it is sung entirely by the 
people or the choir alone.” 

2. The ‘‘Kyrie”’ is “ordinarily made 
by all, that is, with parts for the people 
and for the choir or cantor.”’ It would 
seem, therefore, that no singer(s) may 
monopolize this penitential litany. 

3. The ‘‘Gloria” is sung ‘‘by the 
congregation, by the people alter- 
natively with the choir, or by the choir 
alone.” 

4. ‘The alleluia or verse before the 


gospel may be omitted if not sung.”’ 
5. If the ‘‘Credo’”’ is sung, ‘“‘this is 
ordinarily done by the people together 
or in alternation,” presumably with the 
choir or cantor. Even in view of the 
masterful musical settings of the Creed 
in the past, church musicians today 
prefer not to compose this section of the 
Mass. The text is both long and un- 
wieldy, and obviously meant to be a 
corporate statement rather than song. 
6. ‘‘The congregation sings or recites 
the Sanctus. This acclamation forms 
part of the eucharistic prayer, and all 
the people join with the priest in 
singing or reciting it.’’ The 
congregation must not be excluded 
from participating:in this acclamation. 
7. The same holds true of the 
response to the final doxology 
(“Through him, with him .. .’”’): “‘The 
praise of God is expressed in the 
doxology which is confirmed and 
concluded by the acclamation (amen) 
of the people.’’ Then ‘‘the priest invites 
all the faithful to. sing or to say the 
Lord’s Prayer with him.” 
8. The ‘“‘Lamb of God”’ is ordinarily 


people responding. But note that there tf” 
may be fewer or more than three - 
repetitions; the ‘‘Lamb of God’’ may be 
repeated ‘“‘as often as necessary to 
accompany the breaking of the bread, 
and it is brought to a close by the 
words, ‘grant us peace.’ ”’ 

9. “After Communion, the priest and 

people may spend some time in prayer. 
If desired, a hymn, psalm or other song 
of praise may be sung by the entire 
congregation.”’ This does not preclude 
a meditation song by the choir. 

10. Interestingly enough, the ps. 
document says nothing about a 
recessional hymn. Perhaps it is not 
always and particularly advantageous 
to have one. 


Besides the times mentioned above, 
there is no reason why the choir cannot 
sing before Mass and during the Of- 
fertory. In addition, an important 
function of the parish choir should be 
the teaching of new congregational 
hymns. But it should be clear, however, 
that the parish ‘choir Mass” may 
never exclude the participation of the ‘e 
faithful. 


Talking Point 


Women assume 
major churchrole 


The status of women in U. S. religion is on the 
rise. American women are being chosen for high 
national, in some cases international, ad- 
ministrative positions: 

— Jean Eckstein of Iowa City was elected in 
October as president of the National Council of 
Catholic Laity. 

— Claire Randall, a Texan and United 
Presbyterian laywoman, is general secretary- 
elect of the National Council of Churches, a 
Protestant-Orthodox organization. 


— Dr. Marion Kelleran of Alexandria, Va., 
was chosen last July as chairperson of the 
Anglican Consultative Council, a global advisory 
body that includes the Episcopal Church in this 
country. 

Conservative Judaism in the U. S. in Sep- 
tember changed its regulations to allow women 
to be counted in the minyan, the quorum of 10 or 
more adult Jews required for communal wor- 
ship. 

Women are more numerous in chaplaincies, 
including military, hospital and prison assign- 
ments. 

Women are also more prominent in religion- 
related and seminary education. 

Nuns are assuming top leadership in several 
Catholic parochial school systems. For example, 
Sister Elinor Ford is superintendent of schools in 
the Archdiocese of New York. 


TEN WOMEN WERE among the 60 ad- 
ministrators attending the October meeting of 
the Midwest Association of Theological Schools. 
Sister Joan A. Range of St. Louis University 
Divinity School became the first woman on the 
association’s board and was subsequently 
elected secretary-treasurer. 

The visibility of women in religion is in- 
creasing apart from the question of the or- 
dination of women, although that continues as a 
thorny issue in Catholicism and Anglicanism. 

In early October, the triennial General Con- 
vention of the Episcopal Church failed to ap- 
prove ordination of women priests. The 
denomination ordains women to a lower level of 
ministry and the relatively strong vote for 
women priests at the convention gave supporters 
cause to hope for a liberalizing of the canons in 
three years. 


THE ANGLICAN Consultative Council, which 
holds no legislating power for the world’s 47 
million Anglicans, sees no reason to bar women 
from the priesthood and it suggests that each of 
the autonomous Anglican Churches make its own 
decision. 

Despite the assertion of British author Joan 
Morris that women held jurisdiction equal to that 
of bishops in pre-16th century Catholicism, 
advocates of women’s ordination in the Catholic 
Church see little likelihood of winning Vatican or 
popular backing in the near future. 

A Commission on the Role of Women in Church 


and Society, approved by Pope Paul, is not 
considering the possibility of ordaining women. 


_ YET THE PANEL is exploring ways to expand 
the involvement of women in the Church, and 
Pope Paul does not seem to have closed the door 
on those who disagree with the Vatican’s views 
on women’s ordination. Sister Maria Teresa 
MacLeod, who reportedly finds no biblical or 
doctrinal objections to women priests, has been 
named to the Vatican Congregation for Religious 
and Secular Institutes. 

Sentiment favoring women priests, however, 

is strong in some segments of the Catholic 
Church, and interest in considering priesthood in 
light of women’s demands for ‘‘equality in 
ministry”’ is even more widespread. 
' “We’re just beginning to ask the question, 
‘What is Christian priesthood?’ ”’ Sister Agnes 
Cunningham of St. Mary of the Lake Seminary, 
Mundelein, Ill., said recently. 


“WE’VE BEEN OPERATING out of - the 


Judaic priesthood which had no place for 


women,” added the nun, the first woman to 
become a director of the Catholic Theological 
Society of America. 

Auxiliary Bishop George R. Evans of Denver, 
episcopal adviser to the Theresians, a national 
Catholic women’s group, admits that the Church 
is opposed to the ordination of women. But 
speaking before the Theresians’ national con- 


ference in San Diego in October, he said the | 


Church welcomes women in a wide range of 
unordained lay ministries. 

The women’s liberation movement has un- 
doubtedly had impact on religious structures, 
making them more receptive to the leadership 
and voices of women. 

Demands for ‘‘equality’’ stand behind many of 
the national and international, denominational 
and ecumenical studies on the role and status of 
women. A major rationale for all Christian 
inquiries was summed up by the 1972 United 
Methodist General Conference: 


“THE GOSPEL MAKES clear that Jesus 
regarded women, men and children equally. In 


sung by the choir or cantor with the 


contrast to the contemporary, male-centered 
society, Jesus related to women with respect and 
sensitivity, as individual persons.”’ 


WOMEN OFTEN bring broad spectrums, of 
concerns — and high moral values, according to 
Cardinal Humberto Medeiros of Boston — to 
public and religious life. 

In taking the helm of the National Council of 
Catholic Laity, Mrs. Eckstein said. the 
organization must be concerned with persons, 
families, communities, the world and _ the 
Church. ‘‘We must listen to everyone, inside and 
outside the Catholic Church . . . and get to know 
the pulse of the people.”’ 

The faith commitments and administrative 
capacities of women are not open to question. 
For decades in America, women have planned, 
funded and implemented a large part of the 
mission programs and religion-based education 
and social service. 


BUT WOMEN’S EFFORTS growing: out of 
religious motivation have often faced obstacles 
raised by men who, some women say, have 
feared a loss of power if women gained equality. 
In 1817 in Medway, Mass., Congregationist 
women who wanted a Sunday school were op- 
posed by the men who complained, ‘‘These 
women will be in the pulpit next.”’ 

Many modern church women are saying they 
will no longer either operate clandestinely or be 
shut out from the larger religious forums. 

On-going developments suggest that the points 
are being won — slowly, yet with steady progress. 


‘DR. GEORGIA HARKNESS, the theologian 
now over 80, is among those who feels that not 
enough progress is being made fast enough. She 
links the attainment of equality for women with 
the maturity of the laity. Dr. Harkness agrees 
with a statement by Francis O. Ayres: 

“The Church needs to recover a sense of its 
wholeness, of being the People of God in which 
there is neither Jew nor Greek, neither slave nor 
free, neither male nor female — in other words, 
neither basic nor primary distinctions.” 
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WASHINGTON D.C. (NC) 
— The U.S. bishops meeting 
here soundly defeated a 
motion to ask the Vatican to 
let the United States in- 
troduce Communion in the 
hand. 

The vote — 121 opposed 
and 113 in favor — was 
nowhere near the two-thirds 
majority that would have 
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been required to pass. the 
request on to the Vatican. 
OPPOSITION TO Com- 
munion in the hand was. led 
by Cardinal John J. Car- 
berry of St. Louis, who 
claimed introduction of the 
option was filled with 
dangers. Division among the 
bishops led to a spirited floor 
debate both on the issue 
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Communion in the hand defeated by U.S. bishops 


itself and on procedural 
questions. 

Under current Vatican 
guidelines, reception of 
Communion in the hand as 
an optional alternative to the 
traditional method of 
receiving on the tongue is 
allowed only in countries 
which have received Vatican 
permission. 

Of the 26 countries that

practice, only one — Canada 
— is a member of the 11 
English-speaking nations 
that compose the _ In- 
ternational Commission on 
English in the Liturgy.

certain that the issue will not 
again be raised officially in

’ At their November, 1969, 
meeting the bishops voted on 
the issue, and 54 per cent — 
more than half but less than 
the required two-thirds — 
were in favor. 

At the April, 1972, meeting 
a straw poll before the 
meeting indicated 60 per 
cent of the bishops in favor. 
However, since this still fell] 
short of the required two- 
thirds, the matter was kept 
off the agenda and did not 
come to a formal vote.

BISHOP WALTER Curtis 
of Bridgeport, Conn., 
chairman of the Liturgy 
Committee, argued that. the 
proposed option has become 
an accepted practice in 
countries where it has been 
introduced. There was no 
serious question of bad 
theology, irreverence, or 
lessening of faith or respect. 
If there were, he said, ‘‘the 
Holy Father could not permit 
it at all.” 

Cardinal Carberry 
responded that ‘‘optionality 
is extremely dangerous,”’ 
both theologically and 
pastorally. 

He cited a cultural context 


in which, he said, ‘‘the 
sacredness of life is 
disregarded . . . a spirit of 
secularism is rampant. ..a 


spirit of demonism (devil- 
worship) is rampant .. .” 
And he asked whether in 
such a context it would be 
wise to expose the Eucharist 
to further dangers of 
disrespect or irreverence. 


CARDINAL John Dearden 
of Detroit pleaded with the 
bishops to approve the 
practice so that bishops who 
felt a need to introduce the 
éption would have it 
available to them. ‘‘If they 
need it, let’s not deny it to 
them,’’ he said. 

Bishops would not be 
required to introduce the 
practice in their own diocese 
if they felt no need to do so, 
Cardinal Dearden said. 

The bishops debated for 45 
minutes on complicated 
procedural aspects of the 
vote.

New university 
in Holy Land 


In BETHLEHEM, 
Christian Brothers from the 
U.S. started a new Catholic 
university a few days before 
the Middle East conflict 
broke out.

Not angry priest

In COTTONWOOD, Minn., 
Father Dennis’ Becker, 
pastor of St. Mary’s church 
in the predominantly 
Lutheran town, was elected 
mayor, despite his bishop’s 
opposition to his candidacy. 

The priest had been ad- 
vised by Bishop Alphonse 
Schladweiler of New Ulm to 
quit the mayoral race 
because his candidacy 
violated a 1918 canon law. In 
refusing, Father Becker said 
he was not an “‘angry young 
priest confronting the 
bishop.” 


Paper criticizes 
federal grant use 


In ST. LOUIS, Mo., the St. 
Louis Review said the 
federal government is 
paying Washington 
University to train foreign 
doctors to perform abortions 
and sterilizations.
